DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on May 24, 2010 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

This office action is responsive to the amendment filed on May 24, 2010. 

Accordingly, claims 14, 15 and 23 were canceled, claim 12 was amended and new claims 
30-38 were added. Claims 1-11, 13 and 16-22 were previously canceled. 

Currently, claims 12 and 24-38 remain pending. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-11 of the amendment filed May 24, 2010, with 
respect to the amended and new claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
previous rejection under Getchel has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
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In the Claims : 

Claim 12, line 10, before "expand", delete "uniformally" and insert --uniformly-therein. 
Claim 31, line 5, before "expand", delete "uniformally" and insert —uniformly—therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 12 and 24-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fairly shows or suggests all the limitations as claimed. 

Re claim 12, none of the prior art of record discloses the following limitations in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim: an expandable annular tube coupled to 
the wafer chuck and configured to expand the wafer chuck without substantially expanding the 
wafer to reduce wafer slipping, such that an initial stress at an interface between the wafer and 
the wafer chuck is created, wherein said annular tube having an outer surface which is coupled 
to an outer edge of the wafer chuck such that the outer surface of said annular tube is 
substantially outside of the wafer chuck to uniformly expand the wafer chuck. 

Re claim 31, none of the prior art of record discloses the following limitations in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim: an expandable annular tube coupled to 
the wafer chuck and configured to uniformly expand the wafer chuck prior to exposure without 
substantially expanding the wafer to provide an overlay correction by reducing wafer slipping 
during the exposure after the wafer has been aligned to the wafer stage, such that an initial 
stress at an interface between the wafer and the wafer chuck is created, wherein said annular 
tube is a sealed tube that includes a cavity which is disposed along the circumference of the 
wafer chuck.
